In the motion to deny Jacobs' condominium plan near 
the Antioch High School, the zoning board motion said it 



was "not in accordance with the village's comprehensive 
plan and would change the nature of the area, creating 
undo hardships on residents of the neighborhood."

HEATH said the 
differences stemmed from 
many problems over a long 
period of time, including 
allegations filed by Meyer 
with Thompson. 

Meyer's allegations 
charged the board with 
"certain, differences be- 
tween his office and the 
school board members, the 
statement said. 

With the help of the 
county superintendent's of; 
fice, the state board of 



education and the coopera- 
tion of Henry Meyer, the 
controversy has been 
amicably settled, Mrs. 
Heath said. -/ 

"THE BOARD of educa- 
tion and the superintendent 
are now working together 
for the best interests . of 
providing a good education 
for all the children for the 
coming school term," she 
said. "No further comment 
Will be made concerning 
the past problems between 
the superintendent and. the 
board of education by the 
board, as a board, or by 
individual board members 
and Henry Meyer, the 
superintendent."

signed by school board 
members and Mr. Meyer. 

EARLIER, Thompson 
had indicated that the 
allegations by Meyer could 
mean the school's "state 
recognition" would be less 
than full, in other words 
"probation."

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film, "Pulse of Life," was shown by Dan Dugenske of the 
Antioch Rescue Squad. 

The film demonstrated the process of cardiopulmonary 
resusitation. 

"IT IS A FILM that should be seen by everyone in the 
community, both school age and adult," Dugenske 
explained. "You never know when you might be the only 
one around to help in those few crucial minutes before the 
rescue, squad can reach a victim of cardiac arrest, 
drowning or accident." 

Dugenske and other members of the rescue squad are 
available to any group of 15 or more who would like to 
view the film and learn "CPR" techniques. 

"It takes about six to eight hours of your time to .learn 
these techniques, usually divided into two sessions, but 
that small investment of time could mean the saving of a 
life sometime in the future," Dugenske said. 

He said the rescue squad has about a 40 percent success 
record in saving the lives of people who have stopped 
breathing for one reason or another. More often than not, 
lives are lost because nobody was there who could 
administer "CPR" in those first crucial minutes before 
the rescue squad, arrives, he said.
